W readers were worried when they read

n few weoks ago that a strange seot, hold-
ing nenmp meeting in West Philadeiphin, had
nnnounced that the world waa coming to an
end on the 20th or the 30th of the present
month. No excitement followed this waird
prociamatign, but what a difference there
wis In Philadelphin, In 1844, when the Miller-
ites were aroused by a similar belief!

It was Just such strange prophecles which
the cdueated regarded with indifference that
mide life worth living 70 years ngo. Peopla
then were thirsting for excitement of any
kind, and they welcomed Miller's prediction
a8 n hreak in the monotony of life.

The stary of the Millerites nnd their bellef
ia that of one of thoss popular delusions
which seem to have made thelr appearance
In every age. The present generation does
not have to be reminded of Dowle, whosze
idens, while not quite so weird, still were
suflllently  different to arouse general In-
terest. In the past there was a number of
defusions that took the publie by storm and
held them until the true charvncter of the
bhellef hechme apparent. The tulips that we
ernn buy today for a few cents once were sold
for fortunes in Holland duting the rage of
the tulip manin. You gee, these deluslons are
not alwavs of a religious character. The
tulip manin was purely speculative and had
heen nursed to perfection by unacrupulous
monipulators.

Iut this Is wandering from my subject. I
wanted to eay somothing about Willinm Mil-
ler and his delusion that sent dozens of
wenlk-minded persons insane, and In somae
locnlltles rulned numerous peraons,

Miller was born in Maasaghusetts. hut he
wne o resldent of Low Hampton, in the
northeastorn part of New York, when he an-
notneod his caleulntion of the date of the
seonnd coming of Christ, While a young
man he hnd confessed himself an athelat
He had sepveld ng o ocaptaln of infantry in
the United SHtates army in the War of 1812,
nnd It wns not until long after that conflict,
or In 1818, thit he guddenly became rellglous,

Then he began to study the Bible, hut he
also hegan to enleulate the time when Christ
wis to appear on earth again, and finnlly he
deelared that he had overcome all difflculties
and hind reached the conelusion that the date
wonld e in the spring of the yvear 1543,

Of courde, a greant deal of this got Into
printed form, and soon he had eonvinced
numerons persons who were willing follow-
ors. The delusion spread rapidly, but, of
course, had Its greatest vogue when the tima
Miller had set approached,

Miller's theory of the second Advent wnoa
founded upon his interpretation of the real
meaning of the terms days, weeks and years
in the Old Testament, T will not attempt to
lore anybody by repeating his Interpreta-
tions, and there would not be suffielent space
here to do I, But I can asgure any In-
credulous  reader that It was much ke
Tgnativs Donnelly's fumous oryptogram in
Shakespeoare Iln one respect: you eould not
find the npswer even after you had the rule
to find it. No one ever coulid work out Don-
nelly's ervptogram, and, perhaps, ag he was
a very bright man, he did not Intend they
should.

The first date get for the gecond Advent by
Miller was April 14, 1843 The disciples
awpited the day with “deepest solicltude,”
but when it arrived nothing happened. DBut
they wers not diseournged. They were as-
gured that anelent chronology was not thor-
onghly understood and that a few months
more or less might elapse hefore the wel-
come day arrived,

In the meantime, Miller had a stone wall
budlt on his farm and there was o good deal
of talk about it. Some prying ones o sired
to know what he intended to do with a stone
witll if he was so soon to leave thls world.
It also was charged that Miller had refused
to #ell his farm; ond the newspapers wereg
asking him peintedly what he needed o farm
for. They also took one of his disciples,
J. V. Llimes, of Washington, to task hecnuse
he enguged in
“more than 5,000,000
They added by way of comment that "He
must engnged in o speeulation,” and
thereupon scouted the truthfulness of the
prophecy,

But, as in the case of nll delusions, Miller
had followers In many parts of the Eastern
United States, They were pretty well repre-
sented in Philadelphin. When the first date
hud falled Miller promptly referped to the
pecasionnl failures of even RBiblieal prophets,
and announeed that very probably his caleu-
lutions hnd been wrong, He then asserted
that an October 22, 1844, the second Advent
would ocour, -

the followers mgave away thelr property.

Storeleepers disposed of thelr stocks to who-
evar desired them for nothing. In one sec-
tion of the counfry s mony ns 16 porsons
heecame in=ane. Some of them were not even
followers of Miller, but were nfrald that he
might spenk the truth.

When the day arrived the Philadelphia
followers of AMiller went to Darby, where they
awilted the end of the warld, There were
maore thousand of them, and they
began ta pray and sing,

diry, they waited till the morrow, Then there
wis more raln, und the majority of the Mil-
levites plindded thelr weary wny hnek to the
elLy thit Darby rond,.
